the Austrian MIS faired to inn^erlaliza during the reporting period. He managed 
to Bwlng a number of interviews with C lU (even after the latter took . 
aerlousljr ill) and each time was assured that it was merely a matter of time' 
until he could permanently leave the Salzburg police. On the surface. Subject 
appears to have all of the necessary backing to assure his transfers such 
prominent figures as C Hand(^nsraJ^pBITZiCf are said to be personally 
pushing his papers) tne Socialist Pany seeins anxious to have him occupy one 
of the slots assigned it under tlie all-prevailing "Proporasystem** } and C ZH 
himself assures him that his services are wanted and needed. Even should the 
latter's current illness be so serious as to force him into an early retirement, 
there is little reason at the moment to assume that agent's transfer will not— 
sooner or latex^cone through. In the meantime, we are unfortunately in the 
awkward position of having to meet (and pay) an operative who, throu^ no fault 
of his own, is not now in a position to furnish significant intelligence. This 
unprofitable interim period will almost certainly Justify itself if, a few weeks 
or months hence. Subject can report to us his commission and assig^ent to the 
Domlnlkanerbastei installation. Any deviation from this course of development 
will almost certainly force us Into considering hla early termination. |
